cus made no nomination for United States 
Senator. After taking thirteen ballots and 
working till after eleven o’clock, on a mo­ 
tion coming from the Howe men, an ad­ 
journment was taken until three o clock 
this afternoon. 
The result of last night s 
work shows that the Keyes men have been 
altogether too confident of their strength. 
While they claimed from 35 to 50 votes, at 
no time did they get more than 32, and 
they ran as low as 26. 
This proves the 
fallacy of all speculations as to the final 
result. No one at this hour of writing can 
forecast what the end will be. 
Of course 
the friends of all three of the candidates j 
are confident of the success of their re- j 
spectre leaders, though it is puzzling to 
an outsider to understand where either 
Will get his strength. 
They won’t talk of 
breaks or compromises, and put no faith in 
the dark horse theory. 
THE CARPENTER MEN 
still claim that Mattes chances are good, 
aud declare that they will make no com­ 
pact with aoyoce. They are firm, reliant, 
hopeful, and are in good humor, and dou’t 
intend lo break. 
The men are well In 
hand, and have so much admiration for 
their chief, that they don’t propose to dis­ 
honor him by quitting the field. Carpenter 
himself, does not express over-confidence, 
though he regards bis chances as good as 
either Howe's or Keyes’. He is cautious 
m his statements, takes a common sense 
yiew ot the situation, does not worry over 
the contest, and will gallantly abide by the 
result. 
THE FRIENDS OF HOWE 
regard his chances a9 decidedly the best of 
any of the candidates, aud for that reason 
are determined to keep up a solid front. 
They profess to be encouraged by the 
statement which they siy ha9 been fre­ 
quently made, that a break will sooner or 
later take place in the ranks of Carpenter 
and Keyes, and that fully two-thirda of 
their men would go over to Howe. Speak­ 
er Kelly, who is a warm supporter of Sen­ 
ator Howe, said this morning that he was 
very confident of the Senator’s re-electi >uf 
and that of the Carpenter and Keyes men 
a majority of them would prefer him and 
would support him when they saw there 
was no hope for either of the other candi­ 
dates. 
A prominent Keyes (man, who 
spoke in the caucus last night la favor of 
his candidate, is credited with saying that 
in case Mr. Keyes could not be elected, 
more than half of his men would vote for 
Howe In preference to Carpenter. The 
Carpenter men place no reliance in such a 
statement, and friends of Keyes affirm that 
no such a foolish proposition ever came 
from their side. 


CHAIRMAN RUBLEE 
is evidently puzzled over the developments 
in the caucus. He can’t seo where Cap- 
penter draws his strength from, and won­ 
ders how any 32 men can be found who 
can vote for Keyes. He has but little to 
say about what the end will be, because it 
is idle to make speculations. He is very 
firm and frank in his statement that as be­ 
tween Carpenter and Keyes he h&9 no 
choice—that neither of them is entitled to 
the confidence and support of the Republi­ 
cans. He makes no conjectures regarding 
the dark horse. 
Nobody can withou1 
making a blander. 


KEYES’ CHANCES 
are not as bright as bu friends hoped and 
prophesied they would bo. They have 
COUQted on a greater cumber of votes for 
the past month, and consequently are dis­ 
appointed, though they profess to lose no 
hope. There is no such a word as "fail” in 
their vocabulary, and notwithstanding they 
are as haole to suffer defeat as any one> 
they won't acknowledge that there is a 
possibility of such a thiog. They will hold 
a meeting at eleven o’clock this morning to 
talk over the prospects, to build each other 
up in their faith, and to stimulate each 
other in the hard work before them. Au 
effort will probably be made to induce the 
Carpenter men to withdraw their candi­ 
date aud support Keyes, for the reason that 
Carpenter is under obligations to Keyes 
for his election two years ago ; and that 
should he withdraw and support Keyes he 
would be the successful candidate two 
years hence. Mr. Keyes claims that after 
Carpenter s deteat four years ago, the lat­ 
ter promised him that be would not be a 
Candidate In 1S79 if the whole State was 
for him, and urged Keyes to enter the race, 
and promising him support. While no 
bargain of this kind is claimed to have been 
made, it was clearly understood that this 
was to be the programme, and from that 
time on Mr. Keyes intended to be a candi­ 
date, and hoped to receive the Carpenter 
influence. The friends ot the former con­ 
sider it bad faith on the p m of Carpenter 
to come oat as a candidate alter his prom­ 
ises following his defeat in 1875. With this 
feeling on hand, they claim that there can 
be no compromise made by Keyes looking 
toward Carpenter’s success.

The bill passed the House on 
the last night of last session, being offered 
by Mr. Haskill, of Kansas, under a motion 
to suspend the rales, and Mr. Ingalls has 
been pressing its passage in the Senate all 
this session. Senator Hoar tried to amend 
it in the Senate, bat failed, and there were 
only four votes against the bill on its final 
passage.

The Commis­ 
sioner of Pensions estimates that under it 
about $20,000,000 will be necessary within 
the next ten years, and that this sam will 
be distributed among 50,030 families.

S enator ;Uowe*s P lan for T h eir P e r­ 
m anent C ivilization. 
From tho Chicago Tribune Correspondent. 
Washington, Jan. 13—Senator Howe 
has presented a bill for the relief of such 
members of the Menomonee tribe of In­ 
dians as may desire to become citizens of 
tho United States, of which bill the chief 
features are as follows: 
That, for the purpose of enabling those 
members of the Menomonee tribe of In­ 
diana In Wisconsin who may be sufficient­ 
ly intelligent and prudent to manage his or 
her own affairs, and who have adopted the 
habits of civilized life, and who desire to 
become citizens of the United States, to 
separate themselves permanently from said 
tribe, aud to withdraw aud enjoy their 
proportionate share of the common pro­ 
perty, there shall be prepared, under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Interior, 
two rolls,—one, to ba ^denominated as the 
citizen roll, to embrace the names of all 
such persons of full age, and their families, 
as signify their desire to separate their re­ 
lations with said tribe, and whose qualifi­ 
cations, a9 aforesaid, may be satisfactory to 
the Secretary of the Interior, and who de­ 
cide to become citizens of the United 
States; the other to be denominated the 
Indian roll, and to embrace the names 
of 
all 
such, 
with 
their fam­ 
ilies, 
as 
'desire 
to 
retain 
their tribal character, and continue under 
the care and guardianship of the United 
States; and a copy of said rolls, properly 
certified, shall be filed with the Clerk of 
the District Court oltho United States for 
the Eastern District of the State of Wis­ 
consin, ana duly certified copy of the same 
may be used in evidence, and shall be evi­ 
dence of the signing of the said roll by 
said parties so becoming citizens as afore­ 
said. and shall be evidence that they are 
citizens of the United States; but no person 
of full age shall be entered upon said citi­ 
zen roli without his or her full and free 
consent, given personally or given in writ­ 
ing over his 
or her signature, 
duly 
acknowledge before the Agent of said 
Indians. And tor that purpose the said 
rolls shall be kept open for the space of at 
least sixty days, during which time it shall 
be the duty of each individual of said tribe 
desiring citizenship to make application, 
as aforesaid, to have his or her name en­ 
tered upon said citizen roll; aod no person 
shall be entered upon either of said rolls 
unless he or she shall be of Menomonee 
blood, and have heretofore been recognized 
as a member of said tribe. 
After the said 
rolls shall be made as herein provided, the 
same shall be held as a full 
surrender 
and relinquishment on the part of the citi­ 
zen party, and each and every one of them 
of all claim to be thereafter known or con­ 
sidered as members of any tribe of Indians, 
or in any manner interested In any pro­ 
vision hereafter to be made by any treaty 
or law of the United States for the benefit 
ol the Menomonee tribe, except as herein 
otherwise provided; and they and their 
descendants shall thenceforth be admitted 
to all the rights and privileges of citizens 
of the United States ; and the said Indian 
party shall thenceforth be known as the 
Menomonee tribe of Indians, and they and 
their descendants shall be located on and 
hold the reservation set off for their use 
as hereinafter directed, and shall, as here­ 
tofore, retain their tribal character and 
government. 
Sec. 2. That six townships, heretofore 
reserved for the use of the Menomonee 
tribe of Indians, in the connty of Shawano, 
and State of Wisconsin, shall be appraised 
by two or more disinterested persons to be 
selected 
and 
appointed 
by 
the 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior, 
in 
lots 
not exceeding eighty acres, according to 
the public survey. 
Such appraisal shall 
state the quality of the soil, the quality, 
quantity, and value ot the timber growing 
on each lot, and the lots valuable only for 
agricultural purposes; and none of said last 
mentioned 
shall 
be appraised at less 
than $1.25 per acre. 
Sec. 3. That the land appraised as afore­ 
said shall be advertised tor sale by notice 
of not less than three months, and shall be 
offered at public auction at the Menasha 
Government Land-Office, to the highest 
bidder, Ingots of not exceeding eighty 
acres, but shall not be sold for less than the 
appraised value thereof. The four town­ 
ships namely: Townships28and 29,Range 
lo and 19, remaining after the disposal of 
the six townships above named, shall be 
reserved for the exclusive use and benefit 
of the Indian party ot said Menomonee 
tribe of Indians, as hereinbefore provided. 
Sec. 4. That the lands thus selected for 
sale, which may be occupied and im ­ 
proved, if any, by members of the tribe 
shall be appraised as the other subdivis­ 
ions, the appraisers reporting separately 
the views of the improvements thereon, 
which tracts shall, with the consent of the 
occupants, be sold in manner and form es 
hereinbeiore provided, and the appraised 
value of such Improvements paid oyer to 
the respective owners and occupants there­ 
of : Provided, That the occupants of any 
tract not exceeding eighty acres, aud hav­ 
ing improvements thereon, shall have the 
privilege of selecting the same as a home­ 
stead, at its appraised jfAue exclusive of 
improvements thereon, to be received and 
applied toward the payment of his or her 
share In the common property of said 
tribe.

weft ot the Mississippi River show a de­ 
cided increase in production. The leading 
complaint was the extreme heat, which es­ 
pecially affected the late plantings; In soma 
places it was combined with droogh, and 
in others with excessive moisture, ciusiog 
roL The average yield of the whole conn* 
try will be 69 bushels per acre, against 94 
bushels in 1877, thus malting a total pro­ 
duct, in round numbers, of 124.000,000 
bushels for 1878, against 170,000,000 in 
1877. 
The hay crop is 20 per cent, greater than 
last year. 
Sorghum is receiving increased atten­ 
tion, especially in the trans-Mississippi 
States and Territories, where the results of 
the year’s culture are noted by different 
correspondents as very satisfactory. 
On 
the Atlantic and Gulf coasts there Is, on 
the wnole, a considerable increase. 
Vir­ 
ginia reports a product 41 per cent greater 
than in 1877. 
The eastern slope of 
the Mississippi Valley shows a decline. A 
variety called the “lied-fcetd” is growing 
in favor with the farmers of South Caro­ 
lina. In the West the Minnesota amber 
cane bas produced the most satisfactory 
results, lo Stearns county, Minnesota, 
the variety i9 reported as yielding as high 
as 500 gallonsof sorghum syrup during the 
year, and found a stealy home demand 
tor the whole. 
The tobacco crop of 1873 has been se 
cured under exceptionally auspicious con­ 
ditions of the W8ather, the bright days of 
September favoring the growth, while the 
unusual delay of severe frost enabled the 
plant to mature thoroughly before the 
Knife was applied. Of the huge producing 
States, Virginia, Maryland. Connecticut, 
and Massachusetts .report an increase in 
quality. 
Twelve States, presenting the 
bulk of the country, report the production, 
compared with last year as follows: Ken­ 
tucky, GO; Virginia, 73; Missouri, 56; Ten­ 
nessee, 53; Ohio, 90; Maryland, 84; Indi­ 
ana, 83; North Carolina, 89; Pennsylvania, 
86; Illinois, 50; Connecticut, 86; Massa­ 
chusetts, 95. 
The conditions of fruit growth during 
1878 were quite unfavorable. 
The grape 
culture of the Atlantic slope was very un­ 
successful, especially In the region of the 
Delaware and Chesapeake Baya 
Many 
whole vineyards in this section failed to 
yield anything that might be called a crop. 
In the South, even the hardy tJcuppernong 
succumbed to adverse climatic conditions 
and withheld its usual abundant product. 
South Carolina, Florida, and Texas report 
an increased production, but this branch 
of culture is very limited in those States. 
All the States of the Mississippi Valley 
report reduced production, except Nebras­ 
ka. whtOe wine culture is still in its infan­ 
cy. California, however, reports a greatly 
increased yield of her peculiar production, 
which embraces mostly the European 
varities of the grape.

LAUT YEAR'S CROPS. 


TMO Official A gricultural Report for 
December—Emormoos Y ie ld of Cera, 
Oats, wad Barley—The Potato awd 
P ratt Crepe Badly Ram aged. 
Washington, D. C, Jan. 13—The report 
of the Department of Agriculture tor De­ 
cember, just Issued, says: 
The corn season closed with a marked 
improvement in the condition of the crop. 
The condition returned October I was 96.1' 
—not quite so high as Ootober, 1877. The 
acreage as found by the June returns show 
no material change, being, in round num­ 
bers, 51,000,000 acres in 1878, and 50,300,- 
000 for 1877. 
Compared with 1877, the 
Booth Atlantic States show a falling off in 
proportion and the Gull States a alight In­ 
crease. The States of Kentucky, Illinois, 
Missouri, and Kansas, lour of the largest 
producing States, decline considerably, 
while all the other States north of the Ohio 
river and in the Northwest make a decided 
increase, thus making the aggregate crop 
for 1878 larger than that of 1877 by some 
30,000,000 bushels. This result is the more 
remarkable as it is the fourth of an un­ 
broken series of large crops. 
The oats crop is somewhat In excess of 
the very large crop of 1877, constituting it 
the largest crop ever raised in this country. 
The rate of increase, however, is lees than 
that of the acreage, showing that the aver­ 
age yield per acre on the whole is some­ 
what less than last year. 
The Atlantic 
slope, north of the Chesapeake, showed a 
decline, especially in the large oat-produc­ 
ing legion of tbs Middle Buies. 
The 
Southern coast States, from North Caroli­ 
na to Texas, uniformly increase their pro­ 
duct, bm the Southern inland States, as a 
whole, fell off. The West, Northwest, and 
Pacific Sutes showed a marked increase. 
The Territories also Indicate an enlarged 
product. The quality of the grain in most 
of the Sutes is infenor, only Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
Alabama, Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Missouri, and Kansas reporting a full aver­ 
age. The minimum quality appears in 
the neighborhood of Chesapeake Bay, 
though portiojs of the Northwest also note 
a marked deficiency of weight aud other 
merchantable qualities. 
There is no material change in the bar­ 
ley crop for the year 1878, compared with 
that of 1877, except the great product ot 
California, which will bo double that of 
IU predecessor. The 
large 
producing 
Sutes of New York, Wisconsin and illinois 
each show a decrease in the number of 
acres sowed, and a slight decrease in yield 
per acre, while Michigan, Minnesota, and 
Kansas show an increase in both scree and 
yield. The State of California, which is 
the largest producing State, increased her 
acreage from 450,CCJ acres to 650,000 scree, 
and almost doubled her yield per acre. 
The total product for the year 1878 will be, 
rn round numbers, 42,030,000 bushels,while 
in 1877 the crop was 34,500,000 bushels. 
The rye crop turns out about one-sixth 
larger yield than 1877. The Atlantic slope, 
north of the Potomac River, shows an in­ 
crease of nearly 1,000,000 bushels. 
The 
small crop of the Southern Sutes shows a 
tendency to decline, though West Virginia 
and Tennessee report.incre&sedyields. The 
other sections of the country report in­ 
creased yields. 
The total yield amounted 
to nearly 16,000,000 bushels. The quality 
of the crop la below the average in New 
Bogland, except Connecticut, and above 
the average in all the Middle (totes except 
Delaware. The crop of the South on the 
whole, is infenor, while in all the Sutes of 
the West, Northwest, and Pacific Slope the 
quality Is superior, except in Illinois and 
Nebraska. The crop shows 
yery little 
change from last year. In many parts of 
the country there were compital ta of 
injury from the extreme heat and drought 
The returns of the pot Mo crop abow no 
change I rom the estimates made In No­ 
vember, and there n a large decline in the 
product for this year aa compared with 
1877. The acreage planted was, within a 
mall percentage, the tame as last year, the 
difference being less than I per cent. The 
New England and Middle States fell off in

An “Old Debtor” contributes to the 
Charlottesville, Virginia, Chronicle the fol­ 
io wing amusing story: 
“in colonial times, when Colonel Archi­ 
bald Cary was a magistrate, living at Wil­ 
liamsburg, a man who was mach disliked 
by bis neighbors on account ol his vindic­ 
tiveness and general meanness came before 
the old Colonel and informed bim that his 
neighbor. John Brown, had violated the 
Game law by killing a deer before the 1st 
ot September. Now. although Brown was 
a good, honest, poor man, mach esteemed 
by bis acquaintances. Esquire Cary wss 
bound to ifne a warrant for his arrect, and 
When Brown appeared before him he con­ 
fessed that he had killed the deer, knowing 
at the time that he was violating the law, 
but that his wife had a great longing for 
venison, and, knowing that the deer daily 
frequented his corn-field, she gave him no 
peace. He had begged her to wait a little 
while, till the 1st of {September, but she 
vowed she would not wait. So he killed 
the deer. The old magistrate seeming fall 
of compassion, said: 
“Brown, the law 19 explicit; you will 
have to pay the fine, which is £5.’ 
“ ‘Lord bless your heart, Colonel Cary,’ 
said Brown, 'all I have on earth woald not 
sen tor £5 * 
“ ‘Well, then,’said the J U3tice, taming 
to the law and reading, without paying 
strict attention to punctuation or tthe exact 
position of the words, Whoever shall he 
guilty of shooting, enariog, trapping, or in 
any way killing a deer within thi3, his 
Majesty’s Colony of Virginia, at any time 
between the 1st of May and the 1st of Sep* 
tember, shall pay a fine of £5, and, if he is 
unable to do this, the punishment shall be 
awarded by 38 lashes on the bare bick, 
well laid on, one half to be given to the 
informant, and the other half to the King.’ 
‘Mr. Constable,* said his Honor, ‘ss we are 
enjoined to do justice and love mercy, and 
where an odd amount which is not capa­ 
ble of an equal division is to be divided be­ 
tween a rich man and a poor man, I al­ 
ways give the poor man the larger share; 
you will, therefore, give the informant in 
this case the 20 lashes, and whenever you 
catch his Majesty, the King, in this colo­ 
ny,you will then give him the 19.' bo the 
majesty of law was maintained, much to 
the satisfaction of all who knew the odi­

R eports o f The Officers of th e Call 
fora!* and S ierra Nevada M ining 
Companies. 
San F rancisco, Cal. Jan. 15—The Cal 
ifornia Mining Company held its annual 
meeting to-day. The old officers and trus­ 
tees were re-elected without opposition 
The report ot the Secretary shows a balance 
on hand in coin and bullion of $638,000. 
The Superintendent, in bis report, after 
revieving the operations of the year, and 
dwelling upon tbe increased cost of pro­ 
duction in consequenccjof extensive repairs 
to machinery, and the greater depth from 
which ore is extracted,concludes that later 
mjdrifts, cross cuts, and winzes which have

in 
different 
levels, 
secure 
good 
ventilation,

which we can now continue the extrac­ 
tion of ore from productive levels, and 
carry on the work of development of the 
new lower levels, leaving the two upper 
levels, rn which oro has been exhausted, 
out of consideration. There still remains 
in sight another productive level, blocks 
of good ore, and It is not unreasonable to 
suppose that the low grade of ore which 
exists there may improve on further ex­ 
ploration, and portions of these levels re­ 
main entirely unexplored, and are yet to be 
prospected. The three lower levels, par­ 
ticularly the 1,959 and 2,150 foot levels 
have only begun to be opened, and still 
there is bere a large extent of ground to be 
prospected. So far as we have advanced 
into these levels the formation appears fa­ 
vorable, and already a seam of ore yield­ 
ing fine assays ha? been reached in tbe 
main drift on the

has

The physician put a tight ban­ 
dage over her face, and this partially re­ 
lieved the movement, but then the tw lett­ 
ings of the muscles extended all over the 
face. As a last resort a mc derate does of 
morphine wa9 administered, and the little 
girl kept up incoherent mutterings, accom­ 
panied by a general disturbance of the 
muscles of the upper portion of the body 
during tbe early part of tbe light, and 
toward morning the little sufferer was 
restored to her normal condition. The 
physician says he never beard of such a 
case before, and think? it was brought 
about by a spasmodic action of the muscles 
of the face, caused by overaction. 
Tne 
little girl, after enduring a night of suffer­ 
ing, is now restored, but nothing in tbe 
world oouid induce her to again chew 
wax.
